In submitting a design for the 
1935 poster, Wilbur, who has paint- 
ed a number of posters for the Red 
Cross, placed the shadowy, heroic 
figure of mercy in the background, 
with the practical Red Cross nurse 
succoring a sick and wounded child 
in the foreground. “Still the Great- 
est Mother” is his title. f

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HISTORY OF GOLF - 


There is some doubt as to whe- 
ther golf originated in Holland or 
Germany. although there is on 
record the enactment of James 
VI of Scotland, bearing the date 
41618, that a considerable number 
of golf balls were imported from 
Holland. This probably substan- 
tiates the claim that golf origin- 
ated in Holland. It was: introduced 
in Scotland at an uncertain date, 
but in 1457 the game had become 
so popular that it interfered with 
the important pursuit of archery. 
As a result golf was permitted 
but four days a year, and: four- 
teen years latér it was prohibited 
entirely although the king him- 
self practiced at this “unprofitable 
sportis”’. * 

About ‘one hundred years later 
the game was taken up in. Scot- 
land again with as much popul- 
arity as before. It was only ban- 
ned on the Sabbath> during ser- 
mons. Golf has been known from 
old times as “The Royal and An- 
cient Game of Golf’. James V and 
his daughter, the. unfortunate 
Mary, both played golf. The lat- 
ter was criticized by her enemies 
for “showing her shameless indif- 
ference to the fate of her hws- 
band,” as she played golf a few 
days after he was murdered. 

d time went on, this game be- 
came still more popular as a Fre- 
creation for the middle and up- 
per classes of England. In 1890 
golf was practically unknown in 
the United States. but shortly af- 
ter that it was introduced and 
grew in popularity by leaps and 
bounds until today half of the 
American population plays golf.
